Fili­ 
bustering against the measure broke 
down late today and it was advanc­ 
ed to the third reading. 
Delay in reaching the two bills, 
the only important revenue raising 
measure of the session virtually dis­ 
sipated hope for adjournment of 
the session next Saturday. Obser­ 
vers took the view tonight that the 
legislature would* b© fortunate if 
it wound up its labor by April I. 
Five days must elapse after pas­ 
sage of revenue raising measures be­ 
fore adjournment can be taken. The 
gasoline tax bill will require at 
least thre© days to progress through 
the committee in the senate and 
then if passed promptly the five 
days required before adjournment 
■would extend past next Saturday.

Extension Aguilt Explains Use 
of Poison to Fight 
Boll Weevil. 
LIBERTY 


M onday and Tuesday 


Outside cf cultural methods in 
raising cotton under boll weevil con­ 
ditions poisoning with ealcutu arsen­ 
ate has giren th# best results, ac­ 
cording to a statement by Dr. Scholl 
15tate extension entomologist at the 
boll weevil meeting at the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce Friday afternoon. 
However, to get good results from 
this the poison must be applied on 
nights when the dew ta ieavy so 
that the powered poison will stick 
to the plants. The poison costs 20 
cents per pound, he said, and four 
or five pounds to the acre is need­ 
ed for the first application and six I 
to eight pounds la following spray­ 
ings. It should be applied four or* 
five times at intervals cif five or 
six days. The first application should 
be made when about IO per cent of 
the squares have been punctured. 
For applying the poison a number I 
of machines have been invented. A 
hand* machine costs about $18 and 
the others come higher, the largest 
costing between 
$200 and* $300. 
However, we warned his 
hearers 
that unless the poison is applied 
properly there is no use in trying 
it all ail. 
He stated that the examination of 
one of the cages containing 500 
weevils that the department had 
buried near Antlers showed that 8 
per cent had survived the past win­ 
ter. Six per cent is corsidered 
a 
dangerous number to begin a sea­ 
son, hence it is apparent that Okla­ 
homa is in a fair way for another 
tussle with the pest this year. 
He mentioned* the fact that num­ 
erous machines are being put on 
the market, and stated that none 
has ever been very effective in 
destroying the weev«. One man Is I 
out with a plan to catch them at | 
night by means of a light. He j 
stated that the weevils does not 
fly at night, hence this plan is a 
failure. 
He said that the parasite may 
help some but that he does not 
think it yrill be numerous enough to 
be relied on to keep the weevil crop 
down. 
Speaking of picking up punctured I 
squares, he said* taal if begun at 
the first and wag followed closely 
it was often effective in checking 
the increase of the weevils. If the 
first crop were picket up carefully 
the second crop of the insects would 
not be heavy, hence there would be J 
a chance of a crop of cotton being 
put on before the weevils beearn** j 
numerous enough to destroy it.

.YLeflouald, leader of the Labor Op­ 
position in the House of Commons 
rn the Ft jruary issue of the Social­ 
ist Review. Ria 
a r‘ulicle 
is 
called 
‘‘The Outlook for 
Trade 
Union­ 
ism.” 
"Every 
counsellor 
who 
advises 
labor contrary to the spirit of soc­ 
ial co-operation is misleading it,” 
continued Mr. Macdonald. 
. 
"The building up of an organiza- 
i tion 
devised 
exclusively -to 
fight 
capitalism is an error. 
The 
fight 
against capitalism has to be car­ 
ried on by applying a better spirit 
than that of capitalism into social 
and industrial problem® and diffi- 
ruhies.” 
After stating that political and 
moral 
weapons alone 
can 
under­ 


mine the walls of capitalism, Mr. 
Macdonald adds: 
‘‘Organized labor, trade union ex­ 
ecutives, 
parliamentary 
parties, 
should each in their own way and 
in respect to their own trades and 
jobs make the conspiracy of capital­ 
ism against the community— not al­ 
ways against the labor party— clear. 
This has to be accomplished by a 
persistent explanation of^ the work 
of capitalism, 
its watered stocks, 
its 
flotation 
expenses, its 
useless 
payments, its methods of keeping 
up prices, and such like.” 
f In 
conclusion, 
Mr. 
MacDonald 
says: 
“Capitalism is decaying ow­ 
ing to its moral bankruptcy. It is 
at war with social production, with 
common well-being, and with the 
spiritual love of liberty. If the la­ 
bor struggle is conducted in the 
same spirit as the capitalists have 
shewn, and on a class basis, the 
decisive battles will be fought with 
economic weapons alone and labor 
will gain no great victory; but as 
soon a® labor frees its mind so as 
to come under the influence of the 
spirit cf its historic role to create 
a social economic organization that 
will 
secure 
liberty 
and 
make a 
single minded pursuit of common­ 
wealth interests practicable, it will 
equip itself with weapon® and hold 
a position which will make its fin­ 
al victory certain.”

IMMIGRANTS STILL COMING. 


During the last one hundred years the immigrants ar- 


riving in America, in round numbers, totaled 36,000,000. This 
is approximately one-third of our 
total 
population at the 


present time. According to the 1920 census the number of 
foreign-born persons living in this country at that time was 
14,000,000. During the fiscal year 1921 the high tide of im- 
migration was reached, the number of arrivals during that 
year being 805,000, while for the year 1920 the total number 
was 430,000. 


By the congressional act of May 19, 1921, the number of 


persons permitted to enter the United States from a foreign 
country was limited to 3 per cent of that nationality residing 
in this country in 1910 as shown by the federal census. It was 
provided that this act should be effective till June 30, 1924. 
Figures already compiled show that more than three-fourths 
of the countries from which immigrants come to America have 
already furnished their quota for the present fiscal year and 
it is expected that all will reach their limit before June 30. 
The total number permitted under the act mentioned above is 
358,000.

come a law without his signature, is a piece of legislation that 
has been needed for a long time. Heretofore the public had j 
:i:iie pntection from the hot check artists and they thrived i n j 
every community. If through mistake a person gives a check 
that overdraws his bank balance, he is given five days to 
make good. If this is not done he faces trouble. For amounts 
under §20 the penalty may be as much as a fine of iplOO or 
thirty days in jail, or both. For larger amounts one may be 
given as much as a $500 fine or seven yeans in the peniten- 
tiary or both. This law has enough teeth* in it to make it in- 
teresting for the hot check specialist.
